"A $5 all tender-conſcienc'd men do 
fadly lament the manifold S:&s, 

Diviſtons,and various opinions in Religi- 
on amongſt us : ſo all wiſe and prudent 
perſons do withal conſider and obſerve the 
cauſes thereof , that ſuch diſarders and 
confuſions may be remedied and prevented, 
 Andthepreateſt cauſe of ſo much gid- 
dineſs in the minds of men, why ſo many 

_ waverlike a wave of the Sea, driven to Jam, 1.6 
and fro with every wind of Doctrine, 
and toſſed, is for want of a good botton 
or ſure foundation to ſtand pon : which - 
conſiſts in being well Catechiz'd , or 
throughly inſtrutted in the principles of 

the holy andtruec Religion. 

There is nowant of Preachins ar hear- 
ing Sermons ; #or can this be the ſource 
and original of ſo much znconſtancy in Re- 
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Ligion,(it may be the cauſe of ignorance, 
but not of exror)ſmce we ſee by experience 
that the moſt fickle and giddy people are 
commonly the moſt eager hearers of many 
Sermons and ſeveral Preachers.: and 
what's the reaſon, but that ſuch Ser- 
mons as men ordinarily hear, being not 
fir ſt well Catechiz'd, render their minds 
like a Ship without ballaſt, which cazmor 
keep a ſteddy courſe, but toſſes, rolls and 
tumbles, and is by every guſt of wind over- 
thrown? _ TOY 
For Preaching without Catechizing 
firſt, is, as if man ſhould go about to 
build a Houle without a toundation, 
which tan prove no other but ſome 
Caftle in theair; or,a55f we ſhould think, |, 
#0 be perfe& men, and nzver paſs through 
_ the ſtate of infancy and youth; or, as if 
2 Cor.3.2. Iucking infants :nſtead of milk ſhoald feed 
Heb,s. 12, pon ſtrong fleſh, and this too often raw 
" and indigeſted alſo. * 
Hence it comes to paſs that there are ſo

Henee 3. it is, that the Holy Word of 
God, which is in it ſelf,rightly underſtoda, 
the pure fountain of rruth,is made by ma- 
#y uncatechiſed, nnprincipled men, the 
very ſink of errors, being miſ-interpretea | 
& miſ-applied to the maintenance of falſe | 
opinions, and even DoQtines of Devils. | 
Whereas undoubtedly, were there a ſure | 
foundation laid in the true and throuph 
underſtanding of the Principles of Chri- 
_— ; there could net be poſſibly eitber 
fo much ignorance and blindneſs beſortrs 
the minds of men, ſo much giddineſs anc 
wavering in Religion , or ſo much abuſe 
and wreſting of holy Scriptures to the ru- 
zne of ſouls: for holding faſt the foundati- 
on,the mind of Ba 1 a houſe bnilt up- Mit.9.24; 
4 on 
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on a rock, ſtands firm againſt the ſhock of 
every temptation,and is not toffed to and 
fro with every wind of docrine by the 
flight of men, and cunning craftineſs, 
whereby they lie in wait to deceive. 
For the prattice therefore of this duty 
of Catechizing, we have many both com- 
mands and examples in holy Scripture ;, 
See, amongſt many other, Gen. 18. 19, 
Deur. 6.6,7. Plat 34.11, and Pſal. 78. 
from the 1, to the 8 verſe. Prov. 22. 6. 
2 Tim. 3.14,15. 
The great neceſſity and uſctulneſs of . 
being well Catechized being thus .appa- 
rent,and by all wiſe & knowing men con- 
fidered, bath occaſioned the penning and 
printing of ſeveral Catechilms , many of 
which though they may be good in them- 
ſelves,and uſeful in their kind, yet none of 
them are tobe rank'd with,or to be eſteem- 
ed of equal authority and uſefulneſs with 
#«r Church-Catechiim : becauſe, = 
I. *Tis not of private but publick a«- 
thority, and conſequently to be preferred 
before all others,as much as the Laws and 
Statutes of a National Council before 
the conceptions and dittates of prwatc 
perſons. —

PREFACE. | 
Hete is'an Old Saying , Where God hath 
his Church, the Devil hath his Chappet; 
where God by the Miniſtry of his Church doth 
plant his holy and true Religion, there the De- 
vil endeavours by the Miniſtry of Hereticks and 
Schitmaticks to introduce falle and oppoſite 
notions and ways in Do&rine and Worſhip: 
Infomuch- that there is no one Article of the 
Chriſtian Faith, but hath in ſome ages of the 
Church been undermined by heretical poſiti- 
ONs. 

We muſt not therefore think it ſtrange, 
though the whole frame of Religion, ſo hap- 
pily eſtabliſhed in this Church, "be in all the 
parts thereof depraved by factious and mali- 
cious ſpirits; and that partly to ſet up them- 
elves, in the advance of their own private 
Sifts and endowments ; and partly to palliate 
their defe&tion from the Church, and their fin- 
ful pradtices 4n fomenting the diſobedience of 
others. 

Amongſt the reſt, this Carechiſm of the 
Church hath not eſcaped the traducing tongues 
and pens of ſuch malignants, who have or 

le 
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jed the ears, and poiſoned the hearts-of many 
with fecret ſuggeſtions ; as if this firſt milk 
of our Holy Mother's breaſts were neither 
fincere nor nouriſhing, but both weak , de- 
fetive and ſottiſh, as alſo impure and taint- 
ed; whereas the defeats and faults imputed, 
are not in the nouriſhment, but in the palate 
not in the particulars obje&ted , but in the 
miſapprehenſions or diſaffetions of the ob- 
je&tors.

Thoſe Dorines the negle&t where- 
of is obje&ted, are not altogether omitted , 
but are briefly { according to the nature of 
a Catechiſm ) expreſt :: And, to ſpeak tru- 
ly, it 1s not the Omiſhon, but the plain, 
ſhort and Orthodox expreſſion of them, that 
is the ground of the Exception. And far- 
ther, where any thing is either more obſcure- 
ly or more briefly expreſt, it is the deſign of 
the foregoing Paraphraſe more fully to ex- 

plain it. 
Object. 2. It is ſecondly objeted againſt 
the two firſt Queſtions in th: Catechiſm, 
E2 VIZ. 
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viz. That they are trivial, light and imperti- 
nent to ask,, What is your Name? ard, Who 
= you that Name ? Whereas the Catechiſt 
oth commonly knows the name of the Cate- 
_ » and the perſons that impoſed it 
alſo. 

Anſwer. As to the firſt Queſtion, The name 
of the Catechiſed Perſon is demanded, to put 
him in mind of that Holy Chriſtian Religion , 
which 1, together with his Name, he recei- 
ved; and 2, under his Name promifed 1o- 
lemnly to maintain , and cleave unto; called 
therefore his Chriſtian Name : 1o that this firſt 
Queſtion is as pertinent and ſeatonable to 
make entrance into the Principles of Rcligi- 
on, as if it ſhould be askt, What Religion ds 
you profeſs? wherewith other Catechiſms 
begin, without any obje&tion made againſt 
them. 

As to the ſecond Queſtion, the perſons 
that gave him this Name are demanded, to 
bring into his knowledg whey, by whoſe 
means, and after what manner he became 
Profeſſor of that Chriſtian Religion whereof 
his Name is the badg and cognizance : which 
is moſt agreeable to the prattice of the Pri- 
mitive Church ; for, ſaith Ter- 
tullian, one of the moſt ancient 
Fathers of the Church, preſcri-

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bing againſt Heretic:*s : We admit none to be 
entitled to the Scriptures, except he can firſt 
ſhew us of whom and by whom, at what time and 
after what manner he was admitted into the 
Ark of Chriſts Church, and whether he ſtedfaſt- 
ly hold and maintain thoſe general Principles 
whercan all Chriſtians do, and cver did arree, 
( viz. the Creed, the ten Commandments, the 
Lotd's Prayer, and Doctrine of the Sacra- 
ments, which make up the body of our. Ca- 
techiſm) otherwiſe we preſcribe azainſt then 
as ſtrangers who have no right to the Come 
munion of Chriſt's Church, ror title to his Holy 
Word. 

Ovject, 3. Azainſt that Expreſſion in anſwer 


to the ſecond Queſtion, An mheritor of the 


Kingdom of Heaven, it is objeQe 1, that the party 
baptized, though regenerate, is not thereby ac- 
tally an inheritcr, but an heir only of the 
Kingdom of Heaven.

And many perſons yet living can remember 
this cutom, that the Father , when he came 
with his Child and friends to the Church, ſtood 
without at the Church-dloor whilſt his Child 
was carried into the Church by his friends to be 
baptized. 

2, The Parents alſo may dic before their 


Children cqme to vears of underſtanding, 
that 
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that ſolemn promiſe made 1n their names. 

3. Parents allo may be ignorant or negligent 
in performing thoſe duties they owe towards 
their children in their behalf : or, 

4. They may be ſeduced into Hereſie of 
Schiſm , whereof there was never more dan- 
ger, and conſequently never more need of 
Sureties to be taken in this reſpe&t : which 
diſcovers unto us tle Serpentine Subrilty 
of that unclean Spirit of Errour and Divi- 
fron, and the Peſtilent;al pratices of his 
Inftruments, Hereticks and Schiſmaticks, who 
are now moſt buſie in undermi ing this 
prudent way of the Church , when there 
1s the greateſt neceſſiry of obſerving the 
lame, 

Anſw.2. 3. Theſe Godfathers cannot be look- 
ed on as {trangers, as long as they are members 
of the fame Church : and if they perform not 
the Obligation , vet the Church it elf takes 
care to tupply this want,by Catechizing all that 
are baptized, and inſtructing them in the wow 
of Baptiſm, and ſo fitting them for Confirmation, 
in which they take the {ame vow in their own 
name, which in Baptiſm others took in their 
ſtead. 

Laſtly, by the means of this pious and 
prudent cuſtom of Chriſt's Church, a Sprri- 
tual Kindred among Chriſtian Neighbours 
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is contrated, and Charity, Which is the 
life of Chriftianity, is maintained and increal. 
ed. 
Anſw. 3. As for the name of Godfathers and 
Godmothers, it cannot be any vain, light or 
trivial uſe of the moſt Holy Name ot Ged : 
ſince this name is both uſed in matters of 16 
high eoncernment, and the ule thereof allo 
is ſignificant and proper , more proper than 
that of Witneſſes or Sureties, if we conſider 
either 1.
